REPORT STATE TAX COMMISSION 
INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 


No power has constituted the members of the tax 
commission. guardians of the public in respect to expen- 
ditures for the support of government, and they have no 
disposition to assume that role. Nevertheless, “economy 
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being a most essential virtue in all states,’ and it being 
“the duty of legislators and magistrates * * * to 
countenance and inculcate the principles of 
economy,” all as set forth in the constitution of this state, 
the commissioners believe themselves to be amply justi- 
fied in urging, as they have so often urged before, the 
importance of this subject upon the voters of the state. 
The public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ 
business and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for every extravagance affecting it from the inception to 
the termination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public au- 
thority upon people or property is in the broad sense of 
the term a tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burden- 
some if antled a fee or a fine. In the figures that follow 
therefore, all fees, fmes, and other exactions, if any, are 
inciuded with the taxes upon polis and estates. To illus- 
trate the comparative importance of the two classes, it 
may be said that the taxes upon polis and estates repre- 
sent about 95 per cent and all other income about 5 per 
cent of the total revenue of the state, and of the counties, 
cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and 
bounds in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes 
assessed by and within the state of New Hampshire was 
$5,373,420.22; in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of 
$3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent, in ten years. But these 
figures do not adequately represent the velocity the up- 
ward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: The levy in 1908 
was S94, 388.79, or 17 per cent greater than in 1903, while 
that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent greater than 
in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last half of 
said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while 
taxes already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per 

cent, the population of the state increased only about 
41% per cent, and while the one was advancing 39 per cent - 
the other increased only about 21/4 per cent. — 

It is instructive to study the subject from another 
angle. In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, 
the annual increase in all taxes defined and limited as 


above was as follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was 
$336,561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, 
however, by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the 
middle and considering the halves separately. For the 
first five years the average annual increase was 
$184,877.76; for the last five years it was $493,446.01. It 
is surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of 
New Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain 
a tax already burdensome and increasing at the rate of 
practically half a million dollars a year without crippling. 
her industries and impoverishing her people. Plainly it 
is a condition not calculated to attract capital from with- 
out the state or to encourage business within the same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not 
less disturbing. In 1908 there were assessed $12.88 in 
taxes for each man, woman and child in the state. Five 
years later there were assessed $14.75 for each 
individual, and in five years more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes 
had been equally distributed among all the people it would 
‘ have meant.a burden of $100 for each family of five mem- 
bers. Though in reality there was little such equality in 
the assessment there was much in the payment. The fact 
is that those who occupy, use or consume property, no 
matter who owns it, are those who in the last analysis pay 
most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage earner 
or the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
- paying something like $100 a year in state and municipal 
and half as much more in federal taxes for the govern- 
ment of himself, his wife and three children his influence 
-and his vote would more frequently make for economy in 
appropriations and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above 


paragraphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand 
except in part.

Librarian's Report 


TO THE CITIZENS OF CORNISH: 


The second year of my service as your librarian is 
closed. 
The G. H. Stowell building at Cornish Flat has been 
kept open every weekday except holidays, and during the 
assistant librarian’s vacations at midsummer and Christ- 
mas time. Branch libraries have been kept in the homes 
of Mrs. Ida Fitch, Mr. James Chadbourne, Mr. C. S. Lear, © 
and Rev. Mr. Skinner. About half of the total collection 
of books has been kept in the Clayton Bartlett library. 
Each scholar has had in term time, a collection of books 
chosen by the teacher and exchanged when she saw fit. 

It is impossible to give statistics showing with any 
accuracy the real circulation of the books, or to measure 
the library’s usefulness. It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that 5,096 calls have been made at the library 
building and 3,976 books issued from the main library, 
as against 4,787 visitors and 2,584 books last year. 

The library’s activities have been made known to you 
through its notes in the papers each week. A summary 
only will be given here. A few radioptican shows have 
been given. The children’s reading courses have been 
finished, and the chosen books have been presented. The 
victrola has been loaned to several of the scholars. The 
carpentry tools have been used by School No. 3. Wild 
flower lists have been kept in various parts of town. The 
various Library Club branches have visited the St. Gau- 
dens’ studio, the library, or the Meriden bird sanctuary. 
A war map and useful maps showing Europe in other as- 
pects than the political, have been shown in the reading 
room. The autograph collection of books by Cornish 
writers has received some important additions. A census 
of the town has been taken in order that the librarian may 
send out more wisely selected groups of books to the 
branches, and may have a mailing list for use in sending

out library notices, etc. A Cornish library leaflet has 
been published. A suggestive list of inexpensive child- 
ren’s books was printed at Christmas time. The agricul- 
tural pamphlets have been sorted out and grouped accord- 
ing to subject. There have been two teachers’ days at the 
library. We have to report an increased use of the li- 
brary’s resources by teachers and by individual students. 

Reginald Davidson has acted as janitor and has made 
trays for the mineral collection, a bookcase for the child- 
ren’s room, and travelling cases for the large lithographs. 
He has also operated the radioptican and had charge of 
the victrola. 

Cora Waterman has been in active attendance at the 
library desk. 

The list of the year’s acquisitions in the way of books 
will follow this report. 

If it pleases you to allow me the privilege of serving 
you another year, I shall undertake to provide you with at 
least as good service as you have had in the past. It 
seems to me, however, that hereafter, the librarian should 
devote quite half her time to the library work outside Cor- 
nish Flat. This would involve the closing of the library 
building to the public half the week. It would, however, 
make the library’s resources much more useful to the 
town aS a whole. Our census shows that about thirty per 
cent of our families use no library at all. It is certain 
that many of these would gladly make use of their library 
privilege if they could. Next year we want to make it 
possible for them to do so. 

Will you let us try?

Report of School Board 


We respectfully submit the following report for the 
year ending February 15, 1915. 

During the past year the work in the schools has been 
carried on by a corps of efficient teachers, and their work 
has been most commendable The teachers have been di- 
rected toward doing essential foundational work No rad- | 
ical changes have been attempted, but we believe that 
some satisfactory progress has been made. Our teachers 
have been working faithfully, not so much to rapidly ad- 
vance their pupils in their studies, but to do thorough 
work. There has been but a little disaffected criticism, 
and that has come principally from those whose judgment 
has been formd without due knowledge of the facts. If 
any pupil has been kept back in his studies, it has been 
necessary, and solely in the interest of the pupil. We be- 
lieve in and invite honest criticism, but parents should be 
very careful not to say anything before their children 
which would nullify the influence and work of our teach- 
ers. We believe our Cornish schools have been doing good 
work, but there is still need of closer attention to the es- 
sential subjects. 

We would advocate a longer school year if possible. 
Interest in the schools is shown by some of the school reg- 
isters, which bear the names of long lists of visitors. We 
hope the parents will visit the schools and form their own 
opinions of the efficiency of the teachers, and the effective- 
ness of their schools. We believe that our teachers, in 
nearly every instance, have been willing to put forth their 
best efforts to make the work efficient. Our hope and aim 
for another year is not only to maintain present effective- 
ness, but to enrich the work in all our schools by increased 
interest, more effective methods, and a healthy, vigorous 
school spirit. It is pleasing and encouraging -to report 
that the comments of many parents and visitors have been 
highly commendatory. We hope for a still closer cooper- 
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ation with the Board and our teachers, that through our 
united efforts we may be able to do more and even better 
work next year. It is gratifying to report twenty pupils 
attending high school out of town, as follows: Stevens, 
Claremont, Ruth Penniman, Howard Quimby, Annie 
Tift.

Repairs have been made on several of the school 
houses. In division 6, a new hard wood fioor has been 
laid and new individual seats installed. More, and exten- 
Sive repairs are needed on some of the school houses, in 
fact nearly every school house needs some repairs. New 
blackboards have been placed in divisions 6 and 14, we 
have also blackboards for divisions 5 and 8. 

Having carefully considered the needs of the district, 
we recommend that the following sums be raised for the 
support of our schools for the ensuing year: 

For schools, not less than last year, which was $1,700.00 
required by law, $1,482.50.
